3, What would be the cost of placing both the cattle and the feed 
on board steamer at either of the above-mentioned ports? 


l. We should like the shipment to arrive here approximately mide 
October, What schedules are there from either of these ports 
direct to Jiddas i.e.) without transfer? 


5. How long before departure of ship should the livestock be 
delivered to the dock? 


6, Any other pertinent information which might occur to you in 
this connection, 


7. Since this shipment would be made on Government bill of lading, 
is insurance taken care of by the Government or would it be 
handled by the forwarding agents for us? 


We have written to several individuals in our Department of Agricul- 
ture in an endeavor to obtain the above information but have had no 
response whatsoever. Consequently, I am taking the liberty of writing 
to you in the hope that you will be able to assist us in this connection, 
with the idea, of course, that shipment would be handled by you.

Parker will also find 
helpful in dealing with similar problems in Saudi Arabia.

Copies of your letter have been sent to Dr. Hy We Marston, Agricultarai 
Research Service, Dr. Ralph Be Hodgson, Assistant Chief, Bureau of Dairy 
Industry and to Mre Paul qumbro, National Poultry Improvement Program, 
USDA, Beltsville, Maryland. 


We strongly urge that Mir. Parker correspond direct with Dr. Hodgson con=- 
cerning dairy livestock introduction and with Dr. Marston concerning other 
animal introductions including poultry. Both Dr. Marston end Dr. Hodgson 
recently had considerable discussions here in Washington with Yr. Hammar, 
Chief Agriculturist in Iraq, concerning similar problems. In writing to 
these persons it is suggested that you spell out the deseriptions of the

Subject: Trip to Iraq and Iran November 14-24, 1953 


Reference is made to trip which you suggested for me to take 
into Iraq and Iran to observe the work being done by USOM technic- 
ians in the field of livestock and poultry. Work being carried on 
by these workers was.observed in the Bagdad and Tehran areas. 


My first stop was at Bagdad where I visited with Mir. Olson 
who is charge of the Agriculture Division during the absence of 
Dr. Hammer. Mr. Olson introduced me to Mr. Bradford who heads 
up the livestock work in Iraq. Mr. Bradford and I spent November 
16 at the Agriculture College of Iraq and looked over their work 
and discussed their plans. Some years ago, the college brought 
in some Ayrshire dairy cattle to cross on native animals and I was 
able to see purebred Ayrshires and various crosses of this breed 
upon the native animals. The results of this work looked very 
promising to me---so promising in fact that I think we should give 
some consideration to this breed with the idea in mind of changing 
our recommendations from Brown Swiss to Ayrshires. At the moment, 
I am not ready to make this recommendation to-yeu but would like 
to discuss it further with you. 


Iraq seems to have a fair Agriculture College which is sit- 
uated in the Tigris Valley. The land is very fertile but water 
is not always dependable. The College is also blessed with many 
barns which can be remodeled into suitable quarters for any kind of 
livestock work desired. 


After looking over their livestock program, will have to say 
that I was quite disappointed in what they were getting done even 
though they have many advantages over us. The people I talked with 
all made excuses for the lack of work being done and, if I may so, 
it seemed to me thet they lacked any kind of plan and were dependent 
upon a day-to-day hit-or-miss program of work. For example, Mr. 
Bradford has confined his livestock improvement work to +he- estab- 
lishing of an irrigated pasture in the Tigris Valley. It seems to 
me, there are many things in the way of livestock improvement being 
neglected because of the time he has spent in developing 6 acres of 
irrigated pasture on land that probably would yeild a higher return 
in many other crops. They heve planned to import some livestock 
into the country but haven't got beyond the talking stage. Mr. Brad- 
ford thinks the Iran livestock work is a promotional piece of work . 
but has never been there. He told me he refused to bring any poultry 
into the country because he was afraid they would die and he would be 


responsible. 


to be 
All-in-all, their work appeared, to me/missing the point and not 


making use of the facilities of the college and other natural advan- 
éages which they enjoy. 


Memorandum to: Dr. wal. Edens (Cont'd) 0 


I arrived in Tehran November 18 and spent most of the day 
at the Consular Office doing paper work to get in and get out of 
Iran. The morning of November 19, Mr. Reagan, Assistant Chief Agri- 
culturist, invited me to attend their weekly conference of the emtire 
USOM staff. Met Mr. Warne, Director of USOM in Iran, and he gave me 
every assistance in getting my visit lined up. 


I found that the agriculture program in Iran is as you have 
planned it here and was very happy to hear reports from the 5 regionel 
directors. All reported very favorable on the work being done in their 
Yegions. All administration work is done in Tehran and the various 
specialist assist the extension agriculturist with their problems in tt 
various regions. About 30 miles from Tehran is the central livestock 
experiement-demonstration farm and from it animals are dispersed to 
like stations in the Regions, and from the regions livestock is dis- 
stminated to the farmers for the improvement of their flock, and herds. 
Mr. Ralston, who is in charge of the sheep work, conducted me on a 
two day trip of the farm and explained their program and plans. 


Their work will be described by departments. 
Poultry 


At present, they have 3000 New Hampshire Red hens coming into 
production. They have distributed the cockerels to farmers in the 
various regions and are under the supervision of the extension man 
in the area. These hens will produce eggs for hatching this years 
baby chicks, and they are of the opinion that they will not import 
anymore baby chicks from the States--it seems that this program has 
now become self-supporting within the country and they feel that they 
are in a position to exprt baby chicks to Middle Eastern Coumtries 
if their incubator is delivered in time. Mr. Ralston tells me that 
the poultry program has been very popular in Iran and after talking 
with a few farmers, I am led to believe the statement is true. I was 
especially impressed with the speed with which the country became 
self sufficient as far as the production of baby chicks was concerned. 


Sheep 


Several importations of Merino and Rambovillet sheep have been 
made from the States. They have a purebred flock of these sheep at 
Tehran and are now mating them with native fat tailed animals both 
naturally and by artificial insemination. The first lambs are now 
about a year old and it appears their wool is much improved over the 
quality of their native dams. They have found a variation in color in) 
these first crosses. In the matter of wool production, rambouillet 
rams that clipped 10 kilo's aq crossed with native ewes that clipped 
1 Kilo and the first cross has developed lambs that will clip 5 kilo's 
of a better quality wool. Their aim is to continve this work and try 
to develop a "rug" wool and decrease amount of imports of Australian 
Wool. Mr. Ralston, and I agree, that after another cross or two the 
color pattern will solve it self. This work seemed very promising 
considering that the quality of the imported animals is only fair, 


Memorandum to: Dr. "Yin. @ Edens (Cont'd) ) 


Dairy 


I was disappointed in the quality of Brown Swiss cattle which 
have been imported into Iran. The cows were fair but the bulls which the 
are useing on them and also useing in their artificial insemination work 
are poor in quality. They are following the same program in dairy impe 
provement as was described with the sheep. The central station supplies 
animals to the regional stations. Semen is also distributed from this 
station to the inseminators who work throughout the country. They are 
crossing the Brown Swiss with native cattle, and also with a breed of 
French cattle which was brought into the country several years ago. 
The first calves are now arriving and it is too early to determine the 
improvement they will make but their entire dairy work looks promising. 


This trip was very helpful to me in many ways. First, I looked 
at a country who apparently was doing nothing, chiefly because they were 
afraid of making a mistake. On the other hand, Iran’has and will make 
mistakes but in the end better livestock will result. Maybe, the reason 
I was so favorably impressed with the Iran program is because it is the 
exact program we have planned for this country. We will make 4 lot of 
mistakes but I believe our original program is sound. Iran has been 
bringing in animals forptwo years and while I was there, a large percent 
of the livestock force gone to meet another shipment. This in it- 
self is ample proof that they believe in it.

Dear Mr. Short: 


At an earlier date, I had planned to write and tell you how glad 
I was to learn that you had been appointed Director of Foreign 
Agricultural Service, It was fine that Seeretary Benson saw the 
need for OFAR to play a larger role in the welfare of our economy 
and in cooperating with other countries. Under your leadership FAS 
is sure to render a larger and wider service. 


This morning, I was reading the US-FAO Newletter and noted 
where you had been appointed Chairman of the US-FAO Interagency 
Committee. The notation led me to write this letter, 


Since coming with TCA as Chief Agriculturist to Sandi Arabia, 
I have given more thought to what TCA is attempting to do agriculturally 
in undeveloped countries, and to the agricultural objectives of FAO in 
the same countries. Undoubtedly much study has been given to con- 
current agricultural programs of TCA and FAO in many countries, 
which causes me to hesitate to make any comment that might suggest 
policy. 


I am thoroughly in accord with the technical assistance objectives 
of TA, However, the question often raised with myself is, should two 
agencies outside a country such as TCA and FAO attempt to work as 
independent agencies with the host government Department of Agriculture 
to accomplish the same objectives? Cooperation and coordination are fine 
words, and efforts along these lines accomplish much, but two agencies 
with same objectives are not the same as one agency, and employees are 
prone to be more interested in or loyal to the agency that pays them for 
their services. Also, TCA is national with national employees largely, 
and FAO is international with employees of many nations, 


I do not know to what extent studies of FAO and TCA Agriculture 
have been made, But I should like to see the results of a critical

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inventory and analysis of plans, current operations and down-to-earth 
accomplishments. Such a study should give direction to future policy 
and possibly shed light on ways of preventing host governments from 
playing one agency against another, Such a study should assist also 
in promoting better cooperation and coordination of efforts by the 
two agencies. 


You may not remember me, for your duties with the American Farm 
Bureau Federation kept you away from Arkansas most of the time when I 
was serving as president of Arkansas State College, However, I am 
looking forward to knowing you more and having the privilege to work 
with you and the FAS staff as we go forward in our foreign agricultural 
service,
